Thirty-ono j'oars ago a gentleman now 
occupying a prominent place in Masonic 
circles ill this city, tlicn rcsirlingin an in- 
terior county of the Slate, sent an order 
to TiOndon for tlic nianufaciiu-e ot" a lino 
sold watch, of English' make, a ilupii-x 
movement, heavy gold magic cases and ap- 
propriate scroll work. , During the follow- 
ing year tho watch, a masterpricce, cost- 
ing $400, was received, and was carried by 
its owner for tlic next nine or ten years. 
In IStila friend started for this city on a 
visit, bringing the watch with liini, since 
which time nothing haabeenseen or hoard 
ot him, tho supposition being that he was 
murdered and plundered by some of the 
hard characters tliat wore so prevalent 
here at that time.

The Elliott govern 
inent had !itteiii[>ted to overcome the dif 
liculties oonnecti'il with the dock ques- 
tion but thoy had not been ponnitted to 
ilo so. Tf tin; information conttiiiied in 
.Mr. Sproat's letter had been iiubli.shed 
tho gr;ue inistttke.H now mnler discti.saioii 
n-oiild not liavo been made. He hoped 
(hat the specifications would be so modi 
lied that the dock could be built with less 
expense than was rxiiocted. Cenienl 
might and could lie made in the province 
an well us in England, as there uas lime 
and clay in abuiulaiice, and making such a 
large amount of it would give work to a 
lartjo number of people.
